13 THERE POVERTY, SUFFERING, RUIN 
BECAU¿E OF RAILROADS? 


Another Letter that Should he Seriously 
Considered — 1 ime to Pause and 
Reflect—Some Statistics 


The following is the second letter of Manager 
Towne of the Central Pacific and Southern Pacific 
Railroads, fried with the Railro d Commission on 
Monday at San Fiancisco. 
Every thoughtful man 
should read. 
S an F r a n c.sco, February 7 , 1SS3. 
Honorable B-ard Railroad Commissioners, San 
Francisco : —Gentlemen : SftlK3 our communication 
• t j you of day before yesterday some things have 
occurred to us which wc beg you will permit us to 
present in this. 
In the a*iministration cf your high office there are 
many things to be considered. 
However zealous 
you may be to arrive at an early decision, your zeal 
should be well informed and enlightened. The 
gravity of the situation obliges me to appeal to you 
for justice. 
You are the jud.es, jury and execu 
lionera. And I am sure we are not deceived in our 
faith that you will do nothing that will harm our 
properties. 
We will demand nothing which w ill not 
be in full accord with the rights guaranteed by the 
Constitution. The rates as fixed by our company 
arc the results of much labor, after serious consid­ 
eration, and a thorough conviction that no higher 
rate was charged than necessary to meet the re­ 
quirements of the company. 
TRUfi PROPOSITIONS 
These propositions are not inspired by personal in­ 
terest. The writer has no property rights in any of 
these railroad corporations. He is here to develop 
the interest of the country and to bring about fair 
returns upon the property he represents. And the 
welfare of the country through which the roads run 
will, in the future as in the past, alike with their 
owners, have full consideration. 
As a proof of this, look at the internal prosperity 
enjoyed since the advent of the roads. 
AU indus­ 
tries are encouraged, and prosperity beyond any 
precedent. The measures adopted by our people in 
their policy, and the results, achieved, m att be ob­ 
vious to every candid mind, and it. an ¿nrdlvbe 
denied that the ends sought have been attained 
(first) to meet necessary «xpensis, thf* requirements 
of the General Government under the “ Thurman 
Act,” a small interest on the capital < mployed, and 
(second) to reduce the rates f ora time to time bv 
ou; own volition. 
REDUCTIONS. 
This we have d.ne from the high miximum al­ 
lowed by law, to the average of two and sixteen 
hundredths (2.16) cents per ton per mile ou freight, 
and three and six hundredths (3 06) cents per mile 
for passengers for the whole system, f »r the year of 
1881. And we are confident that it will be below’ 
these figures for 1882. 
We would a9k your candid consideration to a com­ 
parison of these rates with the rates charged by the 
roads of New South Wales, as per their last report 
(18S0), w’hich are four and sixty four hundredths 
(4.61) cents per too per mile on freight, or more than 
double that charged by Central Pacific and leased 
lines, and but forty-four hundredths (44-100) cents 
per mile less on pusser'gers than was paid by the 
people of California. 
What better or further proof 
is wanted of the wisdom of the policy of our com­ 
panies? And what better evidence «if jufet and 
reasonable rates can be offered^han this fact ? 
THE ROADS CF ULW SOUTII WALES, 
Aggregating nearly 1,000 miles, are owned by the 
people and operated for their benefit, and fn.m 
which they receive nothing in return but the service 
performed in the transportation of pasfengers aud 
property, while on the other hand the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company is r quircd by law to carry 
free of charge (over certain sections of its lines), 
officers in charge of convicts and lunatics, articles 
intended for exhibition at the State Fair, etc. It 
not only performs a service equally as valuable as 
the roads of New* South Wales, but it pays back to 
the State a large amount of money in the way of 
taxes, harbor dues, etc. The amount paid hy the 
Central Pacific Railroad aud leased lines for toils 
(upon its own property), and harbor dues, for the 
year 1881, was $43,000. The total amount of assess­ 
ment of taxes was nearly $700,000 for the State of 
California, to which must be added the amount dis­ 
bursed for labor, fuel, material and supplies, a very 
large airr-uut of which finds its way back to the 
people of Calif r* ii, and which would probably 
equal the amount received for the entire service 
within the State. 
SEARCH AND LEARN. 
If we do not possess your full confidence, we invite 
you to make a searching inquiry into these affairs, 
support of what we tell you, and you will as 
honorable gentlemen admit, that our position is not 
only tenable, but that it, ar.d our acts arc just to all. 
During the official term of your immediate prede­ 
cessors, we made many and most important reduc­ 
tions in our rates (substantially by their report), 
which are not seeming y fully understood or ap­ 
preciated. 
We call your e-pecial attention to these 
matters, and would urge upon you the fact that we 
have placed to tbe credit of the farmers of this State 
many millions of dollars, by cheapening rates from 
their farms to the consumers of their bread stuffs in 
Europe, all c* which are matters of record with the 
Chamber of Commerce and Board of Trade in this 
city. 
* 
Further, we have dene very much to develop and 
enrich the State, which was referred to at length in 
my communication day before yesterday. 
GREAT REDUCTIONS. 
Your predecessors were absolved from further re­ 
ductions in the eyes of fair-minded men, by the 
great reductions made by our company during their 
term of office; and should the four years of the 
future be as prosperous and encouraging aa the 
past, we promise corresponding concessions m our 
rates. 
But with a dry year in prospect, ar.d all tbe 
attendant circumstances, the company cannot, in 
justice to itself, at this time, further reduce its 
rates ; and in making this appeal to your honorable 
Board, w c do so in full confidence that you in j our 
wisdom will do even-handed justice to this property, 
aud even though it be the property of a corporation. 
To adjust the rates fairly alike to* the roads and the 
people, as best to be borne, aud to develop the busi­ 
ness of the roads, is no easy task. Since the road 
was completed, nearly fourteen (14) years ago, this 
work of reduction has been constant* and it has de­ 
monstrated to men of experience the impossibility 
of an equitable and fair adjustment of a tariff, 
without a thorough knowledge of matters entering 
into and forming important factors relating thereto. 
I respectfully commend to your attention the able 
discussion and testimony of Messrs. Adams, Fink, 
Blanchard and Atkinson, w’ho9e opinions, by reason 
of the profound study given this intricate subject, 
should have the highest va!u«. 
Shall the life study 
of those men cf acknowledged ability be out­ 
weighed in thq balance by tbe few* days’ considera­ 
tion you gentlemen have given this question ? 
S' ME PGIN'TFI) QUESTIONS. 
Are our rites such that thoughtful men contem­ 
plate them with deep concern as a menace to the 
welfare of the State ? 
Is there much poverty and suffering? 
In what direction is the development of the State, 
being di-couraged ? 
In what difficulties is the country involved, from 
which you arc called upon to extricate it in such 
haste ? 
Is the State in a perilous condition? Is there any 
8‘agiuti’ n of business ? Is not the reverse the fact? 
From all parts of this State assurances oi a high 
state of prosperity are given. 
THERE IS PROFITABLE EMPLOYMENT 
For all w ho are willing to w »rk. Wages for all 
labor, both skilled and unskilled, are higher than 
for such employments cast of the Rocky mountains. 
As an evidence of this general prosperity, I refer to 
the toin rrgerves belonging to the p:ople, and de­ 
posited in the banks of the State. 
On January 1,1583, there was standing to the 
credit of depositors in the savings banks over $53, 
000,000, and in the commercial, banks July 1, 188?, 
over $35,000,000—an aggregate of over $90,000, 
This sum is sufficient, with the ? rasent compara­ 
tively low prices of material and labor, to more than 
duplicate all the miles of road operated by this 
company during the year 1882, excluding portions 
of the heavy work on the mountain sections. 
. 
BALANCE SHEET. 
Your attention is also called to the balance sheet 
of the earnings and expenses cf 1882, now before 
you. Tbe aggregate dividends declared, if applied 
to the capital employed, of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road and leased lines, would amount to but a frac­ 
tion over 2 per cent. No thought/ -.1 or reasonable 
man will say that is too much. .Any reductions in 
rates will nec'8«ar ly bring this surplus down, and 
jeopardize oop ability to meet interest and other ex­ 
penses. Some cf these roads airead': built were 
constructed at tho price cf many ifforts across a 
country where there was no pathway marked out. 
They were built far in advance of settlement, and at 
many great sacrifices. 1 hey have all been reironed, 
and many of them relaid wi;h stee1, having worn 
out, in many places, already two sets of rails. They 
have all been relaid with ties f<>r a second or third 
time. And yet v.e have but a sparse popula:ion to 
support them as compared with roads of the East. 
APPEAL FOR JUSTICE. 
In view of these considerations, I would further 
appeal to you for justice and protection. 
Some of the measures you are proposmg would 
operate as restraining orders and forcp us to build 
up barrier?, high and wide, to protect a property 
that has done so much to make this great common­ 
wealth rich and prerperous. 
In conclusion, gentlemen, I take the liberty of 
appending to this, and thereby incorporating into 
this paper, an article, just banded me, fnun the 
Chicago Times Qt January 31, 1883. The article is 
so candid and argumentative and so exhaustive of 
the subject of public control «f railroads that we 
might safely re*t our whole cose upon its convincing 
force. 
We might also r&fely challenge a successful 
refutation of thi3 forctbls presentation of fact and 
convincing reasoning. As a part, therefore, of this 
paper, I commend it to jo u r thoughtful at enlion.

N ote thought he 
would succeed. 
Left fall, however, tbe ed­ 
itor cf this paper met him at the bead of tho 
Republican river, bigger and more robust 
tnaa ever. 
“ Why, I thought you had died 
of cor sumption loeg, long ago, Elder?” 
“ Me? I never bad consumption, man !

and competing lines, exactly as the Exam ­ 
iner shows, though unwittingly and clum­ 
sily.

H igh license lur liquor selling’ isa topic m uch dis­ 
cussed now, and m u tt soon be m et as a local iseue. 
Many saloon men favor it. 


The recent mutiny among the catjets in 
the Naval Academy at Annapolis needs to 
be clearly understood, especially as in some 
quarters where a disposition is a’ways 
m aziicrt to resist constituted authority, 
the battle for the cadets has been taken 
up. 
An order was promulgated under an 
A ct of Congress, tending to unify, the 
course of study pursued. 
T hat necessi­ 
tated the cadet Engineers and the cadet 
Midshipmen to do some additional and 
hard labor for one term te a t they might 
thereafter go forward in a common grade. 
As to the wisdom of the order, for the sake 
of argument, it may be adm itted there is 
some doubt—but it is the law. 
In its en­ 
forcement a student violated disciplinary 
regulations and persisted in its course. He 
was punished by deprivation of privileges 
and reduction from the cadet rank. W hen 
the rebellious cadet appeared a t dinner 
formation, he was loudly cheered by a 
large number of his fellows, in token of 
their approval of his conduct and their 
contempt for the Superintendent who had 
punished him. 
This was rank mutiny. 
Captain Ramsay had but one course left 
open to him, and that was to suppress it. 
Tac cadets refused to admit their error and 
were imprisoned by transfer to the train­ 
ing ship Santee, and a number were do 
prived of their cadet rank, of all special 
privileges, and cadet “ hops,” in which 
they took delight, were forbidden. All the 
cadet officers thereupon resigned their cadet 
rank, ana this was properly treated as an 
additional act of insubordination. 
The 
Secretary of the Navy and the President 
support the Superintendent in his course. 
The friends and parents of some of the 
cadets, and such newspapers as they have 
been able to influence, have taken positions 
against Captain Kamsay, and have attem pt­ 
ed to awaken public sym pathy for the 
mutineers. 
There can be no excuse for 
such a course. 
If self-denial, self-control* 
and respect fer authority cannot be incul­ 
cated and eu'orced at the academy, how 
will these young men be fitted for positions 
of trust and command in the navy ? The 
Naval Academy íb not an ordinary institu­ 
tion of learning, hut a military school, 
where discipline Í3 the foundation stone of 
the fabric. 
The cadets have no inherent 
rights there ; they are pensioners at the 
will of the government of the people of 
the U nited States. 
The administration at 
Annapolis has never been severe as com­ 
pared to that of other naval academies of the 
world, and this may account for the recent 
outbreak. 
Such regulations have been es­ 
tablished and enforced a3 necessity and 
tha good of tl*3 cadets demanded, and none 
of these were oppressive. 
If, now, the 
mutinous conduct of these students is to 
be condoned, and they are to be upheld in 
their rebellion by public sentiment, the 
usefulness of the academy is at an end. 
Tne mutineers have issued n long and im­ 
pudent appsal to the public, the tone of 
which can only be accounted for by youth 
and hot blood. 
For instance, take this ex­ 
tract in reference to so much of an order 
a3 referred to the establishment of “ con­ 
duct grades,-’ and hear what these “ boys” 
have to say : 
“ This might, and no doubt dees answer very well 
where applitd to bluo jackets anl marines: but ca­ 
dets are a different cías-, being ) n il!- men possess*'d 
of -honor ami inu ¡ligenee, and it hardly seems fair 
that they shoul 1 he pl«c.:d on a level with ignorant 
blue jackets and worthless marines.” 
If the complaints of the cadet3 were 
well founded, they had a remedy iu the 
form of petitions to the Secretary of the 
Navy, a gentleman who never fails to hear 
and respond to a petition ; or they could 
have applied to the President himself as 
their chief; or, having influential friends 
in CoDgreas, as they all have, they could 
have brought the m atter before the public1 
through th at channel. 
In any case they 
might have made their grievances known 
in a respectful way,"devoid of the rebellious 
spirit. 
As it is, they hare affixed to them­ 
selves forever the etigma of “ mutineer,” 
and have proven their urfitnesa for po­ 
sitions of trust and command. 
California 
can be thankful that she has no repre­ 
sentatives among these young rebels. 
The 
country is to be congratulated that Secre­ 
tary Chandler had the courage necessary 
to the putting down of insubordination, 
and to declare that he would enforce dis­ 
ciplino at Annapolis it he had to dismiss 
every cadet at the place, and shut up the 
Academy until he could recruit a new 
corps of young men who “ are willing un­ 
reservedly to commit themselves to the 
privations and labors of the Academy, in 
order that through its discipline as well as 
instruction they may become qualified to 
command the naval vessels of the United 
States.” 


THAT REPORT. 


HOME ANO ABROAD. 


It must not be taken for granted that 
the late report of the Grand Jury is to 
meet the fate of its predecessors. 
The 
matters set out in that document are of too 
great magnitude and importance to be 
allowed to clumber beside the report in a 
pigeon hole at the County Clerk’s office. 
The Supervisors must, when they again 
meet, he prepared to enter upon immedi­ 
ate investigation of the charges made. 
They owe it to the public, and we doubt 
not they will be prompt in the premises. 
They must provide a committee, of new 
members, of course, give it power to call 
and examine witnesses, to make inquiry 
into hooks of account, and enter into a 
searching inquiry with a view of patting 
the fact3 on record. 
The Grand Ju ry ba3 
made the charges ; let the Supervisors fair­ 
ly, impartially and with deliberation con­ 
sider them, and manifest the courage to 
apply a remedy wherever an evil is found. 
To this end it will receive the aid and 
countenance of every good citizen, and the 
R ecord U nion pledges it3elf to further 
the work by all legitimate means at its 
command. 
The m atter must be proceeded 
with upon the basis of justice, and with 
the intent to harm no citizen,, but to shield 
no man. 


A PETITION FROM YOLO. 


Several hundred petitioners, residents of 
Yolo county, have sent in a memorial to 
the L-gislature in behalf of the fishery in­ 
terests that are being injured by obstruc­ 
tions at the mouth of Cache creek, caused 
by deposition of silt and the thick growth 
of willows which check the flow of the 
waters. * Because of these obstructions the 
salmon, salmon trout, shad and other 
valuable food fish cannot enter the stream 
to deposit spawn as in the past, hence they 
seek tho shallow waters of the tule bssin 
and there, running up into the millions, 
are recklessly slaughtered or die as the 
waters fall and grow warm nnder the sum­ 
mer eun. 
The people of Yolo ask legis­ 
lative aid th at the old canal from the 
mouth of the creek to the bay may be 
opened up. 
If this is done, the fishery 
interests will be much enhanced. 
The re­ 
quest appears to be a reasonable one, the 
sum asked for is not large, and the need of 
the work is apparent. 
I t will enable 
millions of fish to be saved annually, and 
will add immensely to the propagation of 
the varieties, to which the cool, clear 
waters of Cache creek in the past was so 
inviting.

The B asing Ohio. 
AT CINCINNATI 


C in c in n a t i, February 15;b.—The weather 
is very warm and elondy, with occssicnal sun­ 
shine. The river i? fluctuating, apparently 
dtclminz but very slightly. I t now stauda 
about 66 fest 3 inches. Tae floods in the 
Licking and other streams are expected, if 
not to swell the stream here, to check the 
fall. The work of relief goes on with energy. 
Not only is the general committee, represent­ 
ing the Chamber of Commerce and Common 
Council, disbursing aid with a liberal hind, 
but the Masonic ic’ief <rgar.ization is doing 
fiue work. Having called in volunteers to 
act a3 oarsmen for their boats, which have 
been received from Cleveland, Sandusky and 
Toledo, they have established relief stations 
iu various parts cf the city. Besides thi*, the 
women of all the Protestant churches are col­ 
lecting bedding, clothing and food. 
Among 
the incidents of the fl >od ia the finding of a 
bafcy asleep in its crib in a hmsa fl rating be­ 
low the city. The little waif was rescued 
and taken care of by tho Catholic Orphan 
Socety. 
There is still a most gratifying absence cf 
crime. It was expected that burglaries and 
highway robberies would ab and, on accouct 
of the generally unprotected stale of pr. party 
in the flood and darkness, bat the expectation 
was not realized. There were fewer arrests 
the past five days than for any similar time 
in a month, and no reports of crime have 
reached the police. Nearly everybody wears 
a fatigued lock. 
I t has been sobtr, hard 
work, and a trial of anxiety to a large portion 
of the population of the city. 


C in c in n a t i, February 15 h.—A t noon the 
river marked blj feet 21 inches, and then de­ 
clined a quarter of an inch. 
At Maysville 
it fell six inches during the night, and ie etill 
falling. 
Fuch & Pearce’s warehouse floors 
collapsed this morning. The building con­ 
tained 30,000 bushels of grain. 


AT LOUISVILLE. 
L o u is v il l e , February lo th —The river 
rose slowly all day yesterday. I t is no v ris­ 
ing one inch an hour. Owiug to preparations, 
lees damage is being done. The highest 
water ever known before was forty-two feet 
at the head of the canal. 
It is sixty-eight 
feat at the foot of the falls and worse coming. 
All along the seven miles of the Louisviiio 
river front the water kept in the second 
stories oi buildings, widening tho extent to­ 
ward tho western boundaries of the city. 
Perhaps one hundred additional buildings 
have been flooded since the last report. 
The 
heavy embankment of the Short Line Rail­ 
road broke at the foot of Clay street for sixty 
feet, one part of the earth being swept away. 
The road is under water from First to Wenzel 
street, a distance of nine squares, with a 
depth of four feet. A lot of freight cars, 
kept on the track to prevent a bretk, were 
tossed aside like bubbles. The break cansed 
twenty-seven bouses to be inundated. No loss 
of life. A t 10 A. M. yesterday a man and 
woman with a trunk were seen in a skiff in a 
portion of the cut-cff district known as the 
chute. He bad no oars to propel the skiff. 
A party set off to rescue them, but before 
they could be reached the skiff struck 
a log, broke in two, and the man and 
woman were lost bafora the reEcuers could 
reach them. Possibly a child was with them, 
as the truck was found to contaiu child’s 
clothing. 
A package of visiting cards was 
found in the trunk, which boro the name of 
Kosina M. Gri-sbaum, which is supposed to 
be the natne of the woman loat. liiere was 
nothing to indicate who was her companion. 
In the cut-off district 100 famili s are living 
in the most substantial two-stery houses not 
removed. 
They are furnished supplies by tho 
boats. Thieves are plundering iu every direc­ 
tion at every favorable opportunity. Tbs 
police are patrolicg th9 district in bt a’.?. Two 
brothers, George and John Gray, lay ia a 
garret or their homo on the cut-cif, ill with 
the sr.iall-pox, without atteniim .

ward Carregan rowed cut to their relief last 
evening aud gave them medical attention. 
They will be removed to the pest-house. 
Police Lieutenant Browning and family, sup­ 
posed to be lost. v.ere ditc>ver;d yesterday oa 
timbers snpnorting the roof of a stable tear 
their former home, which had been washed 
away. The largo stream east cf Broadway 
threatened to break nt acy moment from the 
pressure cf back water.

Tho back water iu tbe Bear 
Grass rose ten inches in one hrur, owing to 
breaks at other places. The gas works are in 
imminent danger. The stone foundation of 
the wall is keeping back the water, but a 
continued rise with the pr. niise-i great in­ 
crease from the upper Ohio and Kentucky, 
will put ou tbe fires ar.d wr2p the city in 
darkness before to-night. A t ShippiBRport 
every house is under water, and no one is left 
in them. Tne residents, having moved out, 
are bein'» cared for elsewhere.

Theso vho are in tho chronic habit of 
piping unmeasured praise about “ our glori 
our climate ” and semi-tropical mildness, but 
who have, from the long drawn cut severe 
frosts and snows iu the Sacramento valley, 
wisely concluded to bank [up their houses for 
an Arctic blizzard, and lay in three carloads 
of anthracite to the stove for the balance of 
the winter, can gather some grains of comi.-r 
out of the fact that in Florida—the “ ever 
bvltny land of fl iwer3, nud where frosts are 
rever known ”—water pipes are being bursted 
by the aeie ; boys are skating and sliding 
down bill, and railroads and steamboat lines 
are unable to provide for the rush of plumbers 
and stove dealers who are trying to take ad­ 
vantage of the embarras-ing situation of the 
semi tropical 
pipers, and 
make a smull 
fortune out of the misery of shivering 
humanity. 
A letter written from DeLand, 
Florida, under recent date, says : 
Frost, ground frozen and ice one third of an inch 
in thickness nn vessels containing water exposed 
Saturday night. The query goes up from one end 
of Florida to the other, “ Where is that frost line ?" 
Fruit-growers here say they do not think orange 
trees have been injured by the frost; hut the young 
lemon trees are wearing a garb of saffron luster— 
thus! that have not dropped their mantel—and 
stand out as nude as the Greek slave, and looking 
nearly as coid. Many of the growing vegetables, 
such as tomatoes, beans and early Irish potatoes, 
have succumbed to the icy breath of winter. Cab­ 
bage, turnips .and radishes are uninjured. 
One 
dealer in this little town opened Lis stoveroom on 
Saturday, and such a rush for stoves and stovepipe 
was r.ever-se-n iu a semi-tropical region before. 
His supply of eighty stoves will not l ist a week, at 
the rate at which they commenced going off. 
' 
Let the people of California, who have 
been want to hrag themselves hoarse over 
the etberlal mildness and semi-tropical salu­ 
brity of our climate, but whose harps are now 
hung upon the willow—and have been frozen 
there ail winter—take heart that our com­ 
peting dim at---screamers over in Fl.rida are 
wearing A rctic muffltrs,»double undershirts 
and two pairs of mittens, and having con- 
v e rie l the alligator bwimps into natural 
skating rinks, r.re no v trying' to get up a cor­ 
ner nn ice and freeze out the Eastern and Eu­ 
ropean dealers.

THE LEGISLATURE. 


S h o rt S essions in th e S en ate—The F oad 
L aw —A djourned for a C aucus—The Ap­ 
p ro p ria tio n B ill in th e A ssem bly, 


The session of the Senate was a very short one 
yesterday, that bedy adjourning at noon in crder 
that the Democratic majority might meet in caucus 
and consider the apportionment bills, which was 
done, without arriving at &r.y conclusion. The As 
semb’y kept at it all day, working on the appropria­ 
tion bill, and bolding a night session on the con­ 
tested election cise. 
The Senato met at 10 a u , Lieutenant-Governor 
Daggett in the chair. 
Ryan, from the Committee on Corporations, re* 
poitod back favorably, with amendments, S. B. 235, 
in relation to the inspection of steam boilers in the 
State. 
Johnson, from th'e Committee on City, City and 
Countv and Town Governments, reported back fa- 
vdtafcbly, with a large number of amendments, S. B. 
50, to provide for the improvement of streets, lanes, 
alleys, etc.; and tho construction of sewers within 
municipalities. Five hundred copies of the amended 
bill were ordered printed. 
. 
Cross, from the Committee on Judiciary , reported 
back bills, with recommendations, as f llows: -For 
the relief of James Saultry, for persoral injuries re­ 
ceived while in the service of the State, that it ia 
constitutional; S. B. 142, to amend Section 1428 of 
the Penal Code, passage as amended ; a dishing the 
office of Enrolling iClerk, passage; relating to fees 
chargeable to estates in the hands of Public Ad­ 
min ítrators, passage as amended; r.dating to 
punishments, passage; to authorize the levying 
and collection of business licenses and puuish 
a failure to procifce the same, that it be re­ 
ferred to the Committee on County and Township 
Governments ; to amend Section 607 of the Cole of 
Civil Procedure, relating to instructions to juries, 
passage as ameuded ; S. B. 107, to pay claim of 
Boardman, Day and Daggett for services as Com 
missioners, that it is constitutional and 'that it be 
referred to the Committee on Claims; to amend 
Section 260 of the Political Code, relating to owners 
of dogs tnat kill or damage sheep, passage as 
amended. 
A message was received from the Governor an­ 
nouncing his approval of i*. B. 14, to amend Sections 
3467 and 3460 of the Civil Code, relating to assign­ 
ments for the benefit of creditoia; S. B. 16, to 
amend Section 2 82 of the Civil Code, relating to 
the manner in which a trustee may be discharged 
from his trust; and S. B. 31, to amend the Civil 
Code relating t »the authentication of marriage. 
The Senate then resumed consideration of the 
road law—A. B. 1—and adopted eome amendments 
to it, among them Vrc Oman's amendment allowing 
the Supervisors to draw* on the general fund of the 
county for the construction of bridges. . 
At 12 30 I*, m. the Senate adjourned, in accordance 
with the caucus agreement, and a Djmoerat'c cau­ 
cus was held on the apportionment bills during the 
afternoon. 
The Assembly met at 10 a. m., Speaker La Rue in 
the chair. 
. 
O.i motion of Doty, the Committee on State Pris­ 
ons was granted leave of absence on Friday to visit 
the Folsom Branch State Prison and examine into 
the management of that institution. 
A resolution w’as adopted requesting the Commit­ 
tee on Attaches and Employes to ascertain if there 
could be any reduction iu the number of clerks em­ 
ployed, without detriment to the public service. 
Atwell of Tul irejpresented a petition numerously 
signed, w’hich rtad as follows : 
Whereas, the people of the Mussel slough country 
have been deprived of water for the purpose of 
irrigation by hostile diversion for the past six years, 
except during high stages of Kings river; and 
w hereas, 6uits are now' pending in the Courts to de­ 
termine the rights of different appropriators along 
fcald river, and any legislation at tnis time will tend 
to further complication and litigation; therefore, 
your petitioners pray that no legislation be had on 
the subject of irrigation at this session of the Leg­ 
islature. 
The following bills were introduced : By Moffitt, 
for the payment ot William Jones and Adams & Co. 
f ir work done at the Napa Insane Asy lum ; by 
Ryan, to pay the claims of WiUiam Gutenb.rger 
and L L. Lewis & Co.; by Bowers, to appropriate

Guard of this State ; by* Clemen*, for the govern­ 
ment of municipalities ; by Keeler, reiativo to the 
qualification cf electors; by Harvey, relative to the 
nutter of collecting poll-tax ; by Campbell, to au­ 
thorize cities to erect and maintain drawbridges 
across navigable ttreams that flow through or peue- 
trato the boundaries of such cities ; by Sinon, pro­ 
viding that c «uviols not employed on contracts may 
be employed by authority of the Board of Directors 
under charge of the Warden, in the performance of 
work for the State, or in the manufacture of any 
article or articles which in the opinion of the Board 
may inure to the best i .terests of the State; by 
Weaver, 
prohibiting 
the 
sale of 
intoxicating 
liquor within cue mile of a public school; by 
Barry, defining the duties of the Surveyor-General 
in relation to the selection and location of lands for 
which the Statj Í9 or may be entitled to indemnity ; 
by Juhuston, providing for the purchase of certain 
portraits by the State Board of Examiners and to 
appropriate money therefor ; by Campbell, propos­ 
ing au amendemeat to the constitution relative to 
tho length of time for which appropriations can be 
made by the L< gDiuture ; by Head, to disincorpo­ 
rate the town of Anaheim ; ’and by Yell, relative to 
the p*yracnt of Census Marshals and fixing their 
salaries. 
On motion of Campbell the Assembly wont into 
Committee of the Whole and resumed consideration 
of the appropriation bill.
